Government Reports 
Nation's Sharpest 
Inflation In 20 Years 


WASHINGTON (AP)- Higher 
prices for cars and houses were 
major factors in a lour-tenths 
of one per cent rise in living 
costs last month that contin- 
ued the nation's sharpest infla- 
tion in some HO years. 


However, 
Americans got a 


break at the grocery store in 
October when food prices de- 
clined six-tenths of one per 
cent. 
The over-all rise in living 
costs brought the Labor Depart- 
ment's consumer price index to 
i^tf.B. This means it cost $12.98 
last month for every $10 worth 
of 
food, 
housing, clothing, 


transportation and medical care 
in the 1957-59 period on which 
the index is based. 


At the same tirn^, the Bureau 


of Labor Statistics reported that 
average pay of some 45 million 
rank and file workers declined 
86 cents a week to $116.94 be- 
cause of a substantial cut in the 
work week.

The Tehama County Planning 
Commission yesterday turned 
down a request by an Orovllle 
man for a use permit to exca­ 
vate gravel on the Charles T. 
Ohm Ranch on the west bank 
of the Sacramento River.

submitted by 
Mose Mostelotto, was voted 
down by a tie vote of the plan­ 
ning commissioners present af­ 
ter 
a lengthy discussion and 
protests were aired by several 
property owners. 
M ostelotto, represented by at - 
torney Robert Cook of Chico, 
had earlier applied lor a use 
permit and a zoning change of 
the property, which is in a p ri­ 
mary flood plain zone. It was his 
intention to construct a paving 
batch and concrete mix plant, 


and 
also to excavate gravel 
which would be used in the pro­ 
posed spawning channel at the 
Red Bluff Diversion Dam. 
Work cm the plant had begun 
several months ago, but the op­ 
eration had l>een halted when it 
was brought to Mostelotto’s at­ 
tention that a use permit was 
needed. 
Several property owners along 
the Sacramento River, across 
from 
the gravel site, yoiced 
strong opposition to the plant, 
contending that the noise and 
odor Jiom the plant was offen­ 
sive and thev feared that ex­ 
cavating gravel from the river 
bed would change the river’s 
course. 
It was 
Mostelotto’s conten­ 
tion that gravel would only be 


taken one foot above, or four 
feet below the water table which 
he said would not affect the 
riv er’s course.

present bonding requirements 
under both the Processors Act 
and the Produce Dealers Act 
are not sufficient in most in* 
stances to offset the serious los- 
ses being experienced by pro. 
ducers throughout the State in 
the nvrketin-j of their various 
agricultural com-nodities. 


"It is also generally reco^. 


nized that bonding, per se, in 
any amount is not the answer 
to the problem for as the amount 


of the bond is increased the 
number of licensees is reduced 
and license revenue available 
to the Dspartm^at of Agricul- 
ture to support recovery pro- 
cedures is diminished. 


"It is time to give serious 


consideration to other propos- 
als because, for example, dir- 
ect recovery by the Bureau 
of Market Enforcement on pro.

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There Are Two Sides 


Two letters to the editor appear today on this page, and a 


number of others have appeared In recent days. And, In addition, 
the News has had some comments. Perhaps we have said too 
much, stirring animosities about matters over which we have only 
very remote Influence. But there Is one aspect of this discussion 
that calls for further comment. That Is that no one appears to 
be listening to what others are saying. 


We're not saying that there would be agreement If they did. 


There are some genuine and fundamental differences that no 
letters to the editor can change. But we think that a little more 
effort to understand the other fellow's point of view would be 
constructive. 


In the first place, some things should be assumed. Probably 


no one among the readers of the Daily News wants the Viet Cong 
and the North Vietnamese Communists to win in Vietnam. Another 
is mat everyone among our readers wants the war to end as quickly 
as it can be ended. And above all, we can take it for granted 
that everyone wants American servicemen In Vietnam to be backed 
with the best of equipment, the best of air cover and the best of 
medical care that can be provided — as long as they are there. 


It's true there are Viet Cong flag wavers in these United 


States. Their numbers are not large. We hope there are none 
in Tehama County. 
If there are, they should be Ignored. But 


there are things being said that are worth listening to. 


Two contentions In me letters today are widely upheld. One 


is that opposing the policy of the elected government officials 
of the United States is treason. The other is that any move in 
this country to withdraw troops short of a United States victory 
encourages the enemy to fight harder, prolongs the war and re- 
sults in the death of more American fighting men. 


Persons on the other side of the argument, however, hold 


that Americans have a long-conceded right to dissent — peace- 
fully. 
They are not considering the troublesome minor section 


of the peace marchers who attempt violence at every opportunity. 


There is another side, too, to the argument over the effect of 


dissent on the enemy, and on it resulting In a greater toll of 
American lives. 
That is that the enemy has never given any 


thought to losing, and therefore won't be pressed into fighting 
any harder, but might even slacken off to wait for the imminent 
American withdrawal. 


That brings up the most fundamental difference of opinion of 


all. 
Is it worth the cost in American lives and resources to 


defeat the Viet Cong? tt not, obviously the quicker the Ameri- 
can troops are pulled out the better. Not the loss of a single 
additional American life is justified. None of us know the answer 
to that question. Disagreement is certain to continue. But we 
should recognize that the vast majority of Americans are ser- 
iously concerned, and are advocating what they consider best.

PARIS — Except for the bare 
facts that President Nixon let 
out of the bag, a heavy padlock 
has been clamped again on the 
secret search for a Vietnam 
peace. 


U. S. spokesmen won't say 
where the Nixon-announced se- 
cret talks were held, who par- 
ticipated, what was accomplish- 
ed, or whether they have been 
resumed. This column, howev- 
er, can now reveal some of the 
dramatic details: 


President Nixon at first be- 


lieved the war could be settled 
by hard backstage bargaining — 
the kind of tough talk he felt 
sure the Communists would un- 
derstand. The Soviet Union held 
the key to an agreement, in his 
view, because Hanoi lacked the 
capacity to carry on the war 
without Soviet arms. 
The 
President, 
therefore, 


sought an early summit con- 
ference devoted to blunt bar- 
gaining rather than polite pal- 
aver. He was ready to expand 
East-West trade and to offer 
the Russians some of the goods 
they urgently need. He was 
willing to export even such stra- 
tegic items as computers, which 
have given the Americans an 
edge in research. 


In return, Nixon intended to 
ask the Russians to stop — or 
at least to curtail sharply — 
their arms shipments to North 
Vietnam. This would compel 
Hanoi, he felt, to accept a dip- 
lomatic way out of the war. 


SECRET SOUNDINGS 
The Soviets were secretly 
sounded out at all levels about 
using their influence to arrange 
a settlement. But apparently 
they were more eager to ap- 
pease Hanoi than Washington. 
In the bidding between Russia 
i»nd China for Hanoi's allegi- 
ance, the Soviets actually in- 
creased their military ship- 
ments to North Vietnam, 
The Russians were careful 


to emphasize in all off-the- 
record conversations that they 
wished to avoid a confronta- 
tion with the United States ov- 
er Vietnam. One secret re- 
port, for instance, quoted Pre- 
mier Aleksei Kosygin as say- 
ing privately that "the Soviet 
Union 
would do nothing to 


worsen the (Vietnam) situation" 
and that "the USSR intends to 


continue Its policy of no con- 
flict with the U. S." 


President Nixon, in turn, re- 


peatedly stressed the impor- 
tance 
of developing Soviet- 


American ties In the Interest of 
world peace. 


His 
statements apparently 


persuaded the Kremlin that it 
could continue military aid to 
Hanoi without risking a con- 
frontation. 


All the while, the President 
also sought to conduct secret 
negotiations 
with 
the North 


Vietnamese. His aim was to 
get them away from the spot- 
light where they would be under 
no compulsion to put on a pro- 
paganda performance. 


IN PARIS SUBRUBS 
Each side 
owned a private 


home in the Paris suburbs, so 
the secret sessions were ar- 
ranged alternately at the two 
homes.

"CHILD on critical list after 


swallowing thirty tablets of 
a relatively safe drug." struck 
my attention in the morning 
newspaper. I wondered first 
why such avoidable accidents 
still happen and then I won- 
dered why they don't happen 
even more often. 


Half of all 


the accidental 
poisonings 
in 


children under 
the age of five 
are still caused 
by medicines. 
And aspirin, a 
most valuable 
drug, is stilt 
one of the 
greatest sour- 
ces of danger 
to the curious 


child with prying hands. 


We set for ourselves a spe- 


cial trap for such accidents 
when we tell children that 
"this medicine tastes like can- 
dy." 
Manufacturers. 
aware 


that their products arc more 
acceptable if the medicines are 
made palatable, continue to 
flavor them to disguise their 
taste. This is understandable. 
But parents must not mislead 
their children into believing' 
that medicines are candy. 


Vitamins, laxatives, antibi- 


otics, barbiturates and almost 
every drug can and are made 
to be good-tasting. 


The child who is cajoled in- 


to believing he is taking candy 
has a right to learn to enjoy 
it. Here is where we all get in- 
to trouble. 


Children readily learn that 


medicine is medicine and is 
given by parents with love 
and purpose. It takes effort at 
first to teach this to a child 
but the dividends are great la- 
ter on. It spares the temper of 
the parents and makes life 
easier when children become 
sick. 


Medicine cabinet* should be 


kept locked by any of the 
available safety devices. Medi- 
cine bottles are now made 
which are almost impossible 
to be opened by small children. 


Spend a moment inspecting 


your own medicine cabinet and 
thoughtfully anticipate how 


children can be spared acci- 
dental poisonings. Hundreds of 
hours spent in a hospital pal- 
pitatingly waiting for a child 
to recover from 
accidental 


poisoning can be avoided in 
this way. 


«• 
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Cough medicines such as 


terpin hydrate with codeine 
can be purchased 
over-the- 


counter in four-ounce bottles 
without a doctor's prescription 
in many parts of this country. 
Four ounces of this medicine 
contain four grains of codeine 
in the solution of 42% alcohol. 
Addiction is high in young 
teenagers and in many adults. 


In 1964 I warned about this 


hidden hazard and hoped that 
legislation would make it im- 
possible to purchase this high- 
ly concentrated addictive drug. 
Careless acceptance of this 
danger and neglect of rigid 
laws have made many people 
codeine addicts. 


Ethical pharmacists have 


been exceedingly cooperative 
with 
educators 
and 
public 


health officials in stemming 
this tidal wave of dope addic- 
tion. There are, however, un- 
scrupulous people whose mor- 
ality is threatened by the 
temptation of acquiring the 
dollar. Paregoric, another ad- 
dictive drug, can be purchased 
readily from such sources. 


Severe punishment of these 


offenders is only one of the 
ways of avoiding youthful ad- 
diction. Parents must be ob- 
servant of any change in atti- 
tude or behavior and suspect 
possible trouble if these chang- 
es persist.

Two letters to the editor appear today on this paire, and a 
number of others have appeared in recent daya. And, In addition, 
the News has had some comment». 
Perhaps we have said too 
much, stirring animosities about m atters over which we have only 
very remote Influence. But there is one aspect of this discuasion 
that calls tor further comment. That Is that no one appears to 
be listening to what others are saying. 


W e're not saying that there would be agreement If they did. 
There are some genuine* and fundamental differences that no 
letters to the editor can change. But we think that a little more 
effort to understand the other fellow»* point of view would be 
constructive. 


In the first place, some things should be assumed. Probably 
no one among the readers of the Dally News wants the Viet Cong 
and the North Vietnamese Communists to win tn Vietnam. Another 
Is that everyone among our readers wants the war to end as quickly 
as It can be ended. 
And above all, we can take it for granted 
that everyone wants American servicemen in Vietnam to be backed 
with the best of equipment, the best of air cover and the best of 
medical care that can be provided — as long as they are there. 


It's true there are Viet Cong flag wavers In these United 
States. 
Their numbers are not large. 
We hope there are none 
In Tehama County. 
If there are, they should be ignored. But 
there are things being said that are worth listening to. 


One 
Is that opposing the policy of the elected government officials 
of the United States Is treason.

Even 
at the height of the secret ne­ 
gotiations, 
they pretended no 
secret talks were going an at 
all. 


NIXON BROKE SECRECY 
Last June, for instance, Ha­ 
noi declared In its theoretical 
louraal, Hoc Tap: “The U. S. 
representative in Paris often 
recommended ‘secret 
talks.’ 
We resolutely rejected the «se­ 
cret diplomacy' of the bourgeo­ 
is class and of the U. S. im­ 
perialists.** 
The North Vietnamese were 
mightily upset, therefore, ov- 
ex President Nixon's revelation 
in his Vietnam speech that se­ 
cret talks had been going on last 
summer. Strict secrecy has now 
lieen reunposed upon the subject 
in the hope of drawing the Com­ 
munists back into private ne­ 
gotiations. This column can re ­ 
veal, however, that the Com­ 
munists, so far, have refused to 


resume the secret talks. 
At cocktail part tea, they have 
dropped vague hint» that con­ 
cession» might be possible If 
the Americans will only deal 
directly with the Viet Cong or 
if the President will increase 
the pace of American withdra­ 
wal. 
No on# in the American dele­ 
gation, however, take» the hint* 
seriously. They are regarded, 
rather, as an attempt to en­ 
hance the prestige of the Com­ 
munists' phantom South Vietna­ 
mese government and todrtvea 
wedge between Washington and 
Saigon. 
There is absolutely no tangi­ 
ble evidence that Hanoi Is will­ 
ing to settle the war for any­ 
thing leas than the military and 
political victory they have been 
unable to win on the battlefield. 
Note The North Vietnamese 
representatives in P an s are 
tar more ahrewd than the Viet 
Cong who sit alongside them at 
the truce table. For examole, 
Mrs. Nguyen Thl Btnh, the chief 
Viet Cong delegate, recently 
tried to lecture Lodge, a vet- 
eran American politician, on 
U. S. politics. As her author­ 
ity, she read from the F'rench 
newspaper, Le Figaro. This was 
so amusing that Lodge began to 
chuckle. 
Recognizing the hu­ 
mor members of her own dele­ 
gation also started to snicker.

Manufacturers. 
aware 
that their products are more 
acceptable if the medicines are 
made palatable, continue to 
flavor them to disguise their 
ttiste. This is understandable. 
But parents must not mislead 
their children into believing 
that medicines are candy 
Vitamins, laxatives, antibi­ 
otics, barbiturates and almost 
every drug can and are made 
to be good-tasting 
The child who is cajoled in­ 
to believing he is taking candy 
has a right to learn to enjoy 
it. Here is where we all get in­ 
to trouble. 
Children readily learn that 
medicine is medicine and is 
given by parents with love 
and purpose. It takes effort at 
first to teach this to a child 
but the dividends are great la­ 
ter on. It spares the temper of 
the parents and makes life 
easier when children become 
sick. 
Medicine cabinets should be 
Kept locked by any of the 
available safety devices. Medi­ 
cine bottles are now made 
which are almost impossible 
to be opened by small children 
Spend a moment Inspecting 
your own medicine cabinet and 
thoughtfully 
anticipate 
how 


Cough medicines such as 
terpin hydrate with codeine 
can be purchased over-the- 
counter in four-ounce bottles 
without a doctor s prescription 
in many parts of this country. 
Four ounces of this medicine 
contain four grains of codeine 
in the solution of 42% alcohol. 
Addiction is high in young 
teenagers and in many adults. 
In 1964 I warned about this 
hidden hazard and hoped that 
legislation would make it im 
possible to purchase this high­ 
ly concentrated addictive drug 
Careless acceptance of this 
danger and neglect of rigid 
laws have made many people 
codeine addicts. 
Ethical 
pharmacists 
have 
been exceedingly cooperative 
with 
educators 
and 
public 
health officials in stemming 
this tidal wave of dope addic­ 
tion. There are, however, un­ 
scrupulous people whose mor­ 
ality is threatened by the 
temptation of acquiring the 
dollar. Paregoric, another ad­ 
dictive drug, can be purchased 
readily from such sources. 
Severe punishment of these 
offenders is only one of the 
ways of avoiding youthful ad­ 
diction. Parents must be ob­ 
servant of any change in atti­ 
tude or behavior and su sp ect 
possible trouble if these chang 
es persist.

WASHINGTON 
(AP)— A re- 


cluse lawyer's battle with New 
York tax collectors over a speck 
of backyard land on Staten Is- 
land has been transformed In 
the Supreme Court into an omi- 
nous economic threat to organi- 
zed religion. 
Frederick Walz, an almost in- 
visible lawyer who lives with a 


' number of dogs and cats in a 


Bronx apartment, caused the 
high court to seriously consid- 
er for the first time whether the 
Constitution forbids states to 
exempt churches and synago- 
gues from real estate taxes. 
There's a lot riding on the out- 
come besides 
constitutional 


theory. 
Some $79.5 billion In religious 
property could be opened to tax- 
ation — $726 million-worth In 
New York state alone — ifWalz 
wins. 
Walz had help only from the 
American Civil Liberties Un- 
ion, which helped him prepare 
his case, and Edward J. Ennis, 
an 
ACLU lawyer from New 


York City who represented the 
enigmatic attorney at today's 
hearing. 
Lined up against Walz were 


New York City and four states, 
the National Council of Church- 
es, the United States Catholic 
Conference and other major re- 
ligious organizations, 


J. Lee Rankin, 
corporation 


counsel of New York City and 
U. S. solicitor general from 
1956 to 1961, asked the court to 
throw out Walz' claim that the 
First Amendment forbids an ex- 
emption from real estate taxes 
for buildings that are used en- 
tirely for religious purposes. 
Walz, a lawyer who does not 
have a telephone at home and 
will not answer the one in his 
Manhattan office, began assert- 
ing this claim from the time he 
bought his 22-by-29 foot parcel 
in June 1967. 
The property, assessed 
at 


$100, has some trees and bush- 
es but no buildings and no ac- 
cess to any street. In a sum- 
mons served on the city's tax 
commission Walz registered 
his complaint; that by paying a 
$5.24 a year property tax he was 
being forced to indirectly sup- 
port the churches and synago- 
gues that are exempt from tax- 
es. 
The issue, obviously, is con- 
siderably more sophisticated. 
The Supreme Court, on sever- 
al occasions, has delcared that 
"no tax in any amount, large or 
small, can be levied to support 
any religious order or insti- 
tution, whatever they may be 
called, or whatever form they 
may adopt to teach w practice 
religion." 
But, at the same time, the 
court has said the First A- 
m end merit "requires the state 
to be a neutral- in its relations 
with groups of religious be- 
lievers and nonbelievers; it 
does not require the state to be 
their adversary." 


The first statement 
is taken 


as support ofWalz'position; the 
second is taken by defenders 
of tax exemptions as authority 
and Justification for continuing 
exemptions. 
"The 
elimination of exemp- 


tions 
for church properties 


would be a departure from the 
policy of neutrality," he said. 


"Exemption from taxation," 
he said, "permits all churches 
to co-exist on an equal basis."

THANKS FOR ALL THINGS 


"Giving thanks always for all things unto God and the Father In the name of our Lord 


Jesus Christ." — Epheslans 5:20 


Has the Apostle Paul's enthusiasm run wild with him ? You can see thanksgiving for some 


things, yes, but thanksgiving always for all things?Is that going too far ? The dark hand of war 
may have reached into your household and claimed your husband, son, brother, or friend for 
service or slaughter. Or your plans may have been completely reversed. Your health may be 
slipping away, old age may be advancing more rapidly than expected. The economic security 
that you once felt was not too far away is now only a delusive dream in this era of inflation. 
Then think of all those reverses which come to you as the result of somebody's failure, ignor- 
ance, carelessness, or sin. Are you expected to give thanks for those things ? 


Did you ever stop to think that at least others have given thanks for similar things? In 1621 


the first American Thanksgiving Day was celebrated within sight of forty graves in the Ply- 
mouth Cemetery, while fifty-five English-speaking people, Including only four women, surviv- 
ors of the original band of 102 Pilgrim exiles, gathered to praise God after the epidemic and 
death of that first crushing twelve months. Weaker men might have called for a day of mourn- 
ing. 


The first Thanksgiving was not a celebration of victory over the many problems faced by 


the Pilgrims that first year on the hostile and strange new continent. Only the problem of hung- 
er was solved. Others remained. Fear, sorrow, anxiety and tension were in all their hearts. 
Food was the least of It — soul was the most of it — on America's first Thanksgiving. 


There was only one thing which could and did penetrate and change the generally dismal 


atmosphere: the spirit of thanksgiving. 


They believed , with a conviction we would find hard to imagine, that everything that hap- 


pened In life — was a direct, willed suet of God. They remained thankfully certain that God in 
His providence had perserved them to that day. In spite of the sorrows they felt gratitude for

New York city and four states, 
the National Council of Church­ 
es, the United States Catholic 
C onference and other major re ­ 
ligious organizations. 
J. Lee Rankin, 
corporation 
counsel of New York City and 
U. S. solicitor general from 
1956 to 1961, asked the court to 
throw out Walz' claim that the 
F irst Amendment forbids an ex­ 
emption from real estate taxes 
for buildings that are used en­ 
tirely for religious purposes. 
Walz, a lawyer who does not 
have a telephone at home and 
will not answer the one in his 
Manhattan office, began assert­ 
ing this claim from the time he 
bought his 22-by-29 foot parcel 
in June 1967. 
The property, assessed 
at 
$100, has some trees and hush­ 
es but no buildings and no ac­ 
cess to any street. In a sum­ 
mons served on the city’s tax 
commission Walz registered 
his complaint: that by paying a 
$5.24 a year property tax he was 
being forced to indirectly sup­ 
port the churches and synago­ 
gues that are exempt from tax­ 
es. 
The issue, obviously, Is con­ 
siderably more sophisticated. 
The Supreme Court, on sever­ 
al occasions, has delcared that 
“ no tax in any amount, large or 
small, can be levied to support 
any religious order or insti­ 
tution, whatever they may be 
called, or whatever form they 
may adopt to teach or practice 
religion.” 
But, at the same time, the 
court has said the First A- 
mendment “ requires the state 
to be a neutral in its relations 
with groups of religious be­ 
lievers 
and nonbelievers-, it 
does not require the state to be 
their adversary.” 
The first statement 
is taken 
as support of Walz’ position; the 
second is taken by defenders 
of tax exemptions as authority 
and Justification for continuing 
exemptions. 
“ The 
elimination of exemp­ 
tions 
for church properties 
would be a departure from the 
policy of neutrality,” he said. 
“ Exemption from taxation,” 
he said, “permits all churches 
to co-exist on an equal basis.”

FISH 


TALES 


The thrills of the great fall season steelheading is gradually 


drawing to a close as only a few weeks linger. Pressure on the 
local waters has become ever so light. Pheasant season opening 
tomorrow should even make the weekend scene on the water a bit 
lighter. 


Steelheading on Battle Creek the past week has really been slow. 


It's true that a few fish have been taken but conditions are not as 
good as they were a year ago. Environmental changes of the creek 
due to recent leveling of the stream had a great deal of Influence 
of the success of the steelheader on Battle cr«»ek this year. The 
areas where leveled made easy and attractive spawning for the 
salmon. However, steelhead don't seem to hold there after con- 
siderable daylight. Especially the fresher fish from the river. Up 
at the hatchery the theory is supported by the fact that they have 
received an over -abundance of steelhead but less salmon. The 
simple answer is, that the salmon have held on the spawning 
gravels while the steelhead evacuated the area when fishermen 
start wading around spooking them In the shallow water. They 
become very fussy and suspicious and finally, move on upstream 
to more protected waters. 


The criteria of the conditions at Battle Creek steelheading 


this year Is evident by the results fisherman have had. The re- 
sult is that not so many fish have been caught as would be desir- 
ed by both the angling public, and fisheries officials. What has 
evolved from this whole mess has been both beneficial In the 
sense and destructive. One, beneficial for salmon spawning gra- 
vel, and two, destruction of good steelhead fishing holes. So 
much for Battle Creek . . . 


Some enlightening items for fishermen come from studies 


made wnich have indicated a reduction In pollution of waters by 
reclaiming industrial wastes and using same as by-products. 
In a recent news release we note that Frank M. Stead indicated a 
better way to preserve our environment by such things as offshore 
piping of water, reclamation of waste waters, and utilization of 
floor waters. It appears more will come to light on this as time 
goes by. 


Even as I write about enlightening things like how many fish 


are being caught and oh how pleasant the weekend will be, there is 
still a job to do and that's to protect your resource. A stab in the 
back to fishermen now has been the recent okay by Gov. Reagan 
on the Peripheral canal at Hood. Even though screening is plan- 
ned, this canal could wipe out the greater percentage of anadro- 
mous fish in the Sacramento River by sucking up young salmon 
and steelhead plus drifting striper eggs. Amen brother II still have 
to be convinced. 


The old Red Bluff Marina, which was once the Jelly Ferry 


boat, is now back upstream at the mouth of Battle Creek perform- 
ing duties of carrying truck loads of rip-rap rock across the riv- 
er for the River Lakes Ranch. It Is located about 75 yarus below 
where the creek enters the river so if boating in the area, use 
caution. If you have to fish from the Ferry slip, do so at your own 
risk, and check with Les Houghtby. I will say this about the oper- 
ation, it's a little more original than a bridge that no fisherman 
would like to see there. 


With all of these environmental changes taking place now, may- 


be some of the developers will take a keen interest in the quality 
of the Sacramento River water and realize that If the quality is 
reduced so sh»U be their property values also. An investment in 
good water quality, is an Investment in good fishing, recreation, 
high property values, and healthy living.

The thrills of the great fall season steelheadtng is gradually 
drawing to a close as cxily a few weeks linger. Pressure on the 
local waters has become ever so light. Pheasant season opening 
tomorrow should even make the weekend scene on the water a bit 
lighter. 
Steelheadtng on Battle Creek the past week has really been slow. 
It’s true that a few fish have been taken but conditions are not as 
good as they were a year ago. Environmental changes of the creek 
due to recent leveling of the stream had a great deal of influence 
of the success of the steelheader on Battle creek this year. The 
areas where leveled made easy and attractive spawning for the 
salmon. However, steelhead don't seem to hold there after con­ 
siderable daylight. Especially the fresher fish from the river. Up 
at the hatchery the theory is supported by the fact that they have 
received an over-abundance of steelhead but less salmon. The 
simple answer is, that the salmon have held on the spawning 
gravels while the steelhead evacuated the area when fishermen 
start wading around spooking them in the shallow water. They 
become very fussy and suspicious and finally, move on upstream 
to more protected waters. 
The criteria of the conditions at Battle Creek steelheading 
this year is evident by the results fisherman have had. The re­ 
sult is that not so many fish have been caught as would be desir­ 
ed by both the angling public, and fisheries officials. What has 
evolved from this whole mess has been both beneficial in the 
sense and destructive. One, beneficial for salmon spawning gra­ 
vel, and two, destruction of good steelhead fishing holes. So 
much for Battle Creek . . . 
Some enlightening items for fishermen come from studies 
made which have indicated a reduction in pollution of waters by 
reclaiming industrial wastes and using same as by-products. 
In a recent news release we note that Frank M. Stead Indicated a 
better way to preserve our environment by such things as offshore 
piping of water, reclamation of waste waters, and utilization of 
floor waters. It appears more will come to light on this as time 
goes by. 
Even as I write about enlightening things like how many fish 
are being caught and oh how pleasant the weekend will be, there is 
still a job to do and that’s to protect your resource. A stab In the 
back to fishermen now has been the recent okay by Gov. Reagan 
on the Peripheral canal at Hood. Even though screening is plan­ 
ned, this canal could wipe out the greater percentage of anadro- 
mous fish in the Sacramento River by sucking up young salmon 
and steelhead plus drifting striper eggs. Amen brother! I still have 
to be convinced. 
The old Red Bluff Marina, which was once the Jelly Ferry 
boat, Is now back upstream at the mouth of Battle Creek perform­ 
ing duties oi carrying truck loads of rip-rap rock across the riv­ 
er for the River Lakes Ranch. It is located about 75 yards below 
where the creek enters the river so if boating in the area, use 
caution. If you have to fish from the Ferry slip, do so at your own 
risk, and check with Les Houghtby. I will say this about the oper­ 
ation, It’s a little more original than a bridge that no fisherman 
would like to see there. 
With all of these environmental changes taking place now, may­ 
be some of the developers will take a keen interest in the quality 
of the Sacramento River water and realize that if the quality is 
reduced so shall be their property values also. An Investment in 
good water quality, is an investment in good fishing, recreation, 
high property values, and healthy living.

"Changing 
the negotiator is 


not enough — the Nixon admin- 
istration must also change its 
policy," Viet Cong spokesman 
Duong Dlnh Thao told a news 
conference after the announce- 
ment that Henry Cabot Lodge, 
the chief U. S. negotiator at the 
peace talks, and his chief depu- 
ty, New York attorney.L'awren- 
ce E. Walsh, had resigned. 
Lodge "carries outthedirec- 
tives he receives from Presi- 
dent Nixon," Thao observed to a 
questioner. "Wehavenoopinien' 
regarding Mr. Lodge personal- 
ly." 


-The 
resignations were an- 


nounced by the White House 
Thursday, and White House and 
State Department sources in 
Washington indicated President 
•Nixon has not decided on a suc- 
cessor. Meanwhile, the delega- 
tion will be headed by Philip 
C. Habib, 49-year-old career 
diplomat who has been the dele- 
gation's No. 3 man under both 
lodge and his predecessor, W. 
Averell Harriman. 


Lodge, who is 67, said in his 


letter 
of resignation to the 


President that he wanted to 
leave for personal reasons. But 
friends" had been saying for 


weeks that 
he was fed up with 


the lack of progress in the 
talks and would step out by the 
end of the year. 
Although the resignations are 
effective Dec. 8, Lodge is ex- 
pected to return to the United 
States this weekend. Habib will 
take the ambassador's place at 
the 44th session of the talks. 
There was some expectation 
in Washington that the Viet 
Cong 
and North Vietnamese 


would counter by keeping their 
top-ranking negotiators 
away 


and would charge that Lodge's

signified that the 


U. S. government is no longer 
interested in negotiating a peace 
agreement.

successful 1960 campaign, was 
ambassador to West Germany 
when Nixon named him to suc- 
ceed Harriman in Paris last 
January. Although 
a lifelong 


Republican, he was President 
John F. Kennedy's ambassador 
to South Vietnam in 1963-64 
and President Lyndon B. John- 
son's envoy there from August 
1965 until early 1967.

An Army sergeant stationed at 
Ft. Dlx, N. J., says he saw 
American soldiers kill hund- 
reds of South Vietnamese men, 
women and children in the vil- 
lage of My Lai In March 1968. 
Sgt. Michael Bernhardt said 


Wednesday night that Company 
C, 1st Battalion, 20th lnfantr> 
of the HthBrlgadeoftheAmer- 
Ical Division conducted the 
mass slaying as the result of an 
order by the company comman- 
der. 


In another development relat- 
ed to the deaths, the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer tndav printed pho- 
tographs showing South Viet- 
namese civilians allegedly kil- 
led in the incident. It said the 
photographs came from a for- 
mer Army combat photograph- 
er, RonHd L. Haeberle, of Cle- 
veland. 
Haeberle said in a copyright 
stor\ that he joined the com- 
pan> just before it entered the 
village and heard from the men 
that it was suspected the villag- 
ers were Viet Cong sympathiz- 
ers. He said he saw men, wo- 
men and children slaughtered. 
Lt. William L. Galley Jr., 26, 
of Miami, Fla., has been char- 
ged with murder in the case, 
and Staff Sgt. David Mitchell, 
St. Francisvllle, La., has been 
charged with assault with intent 
to murder. 


A Pentagon 
spokesman 
in 


Washington 
said 
he did not 


expect there would be any of- 


ficial comment on the Plain 
Dealer story or photographs. 
The charges brought against 
Calley Sept. 5, one day before 
he was due to be discharged 
from the service, were prompt- 
ed bv the actions of Konald Lee 
Ridenhour, 23, a former Arim 
Spec. 4 now attending college in 
California. 
Newsweek magazine said in 
its current issue that Calle> 's 
case is "only one of a string 
of related incidents" in which 
567 civilians in three hamlets 
were killed.
